Poles Crushed 
North of Ledz, 
Nazis Declare 


BERLIN, Sept. 19.—A High Com- 
mand communique said today that 
the German Army had crushed the 
Polish forces north of Lodz. 

By the end of a nine-day battle, 
the commmnique said 50,000 prisoners 
had been taken as well as large 
quantities of war material. Losses 
on both sides were believed to be 
heavy. Lodz is about 25 miles south- 
west of Warsaw. 

Despite heavy losses, the Poles 
resisted throughout the battle in 
which they were surrounded by 
German forces closing in on them.

BUCHAREST, Sept. 19 (UP).—Poland’s army of 
refugees, soldiers and civilians, trudged wearily into exile 
today along 200 miles of dusty road, many of them say- 
ing that Great Britain and France and their own govern- 

ment had deceived them. 

They knew little of what had happened to their war- 
torn homeland and whether Warsaw had fallen. 

But they were resentful of the swift rout of the Polish 


army. 


Many of them told me that Poland’s army was capable 
of a long fight against German tanks, guns and planes. 

They accused the Polish government, now on Ru- 
manian soil, of deceiving the people. 

Most of them add that Britain and France “let Poland 
down” by not hurling their strength against Germany on 
the Western front to relieve the Nazi blows against Poland. 


Some of them are saying that British and French 
planes should have bombed Germany in reprisal for the 
work of German planes which devastated town after 
town in Poland and sometimes swept down and machine- 
gunned people in the streets.

Italian Liner Rex 
Refuses Passage

The Italian Line refused yesterday 
to permit holders of German, Czech 
or Slovak passports to sail on the 
liner Rex. Passengers with these 
credentials were put ashore as the 
liner was about to sail. 

Officials declined to comment on 
the order to clear the ship of Ger- 
man nationals which came from the 
headquarters of the Italian Line at 
Genoa. 

Since the British blockade of the 
North Sea, Germah nationals have 
been able to return home only 
through Italy. The Italidn Line ac- 
tion thus closed the only way of 
entry into tHe Reich from the United 
States. 


Son Succeeds 
Father to Post 
As Congressman 


FORT SMITH, Ark., Sept. 19.— 
Fadjo Cravens, New Dealer and sup- 
porter of President Roosevelt's neu- 
trality policy, has been elected to 
Congress to fill the seat made vacant 
by the death of his father, Rep. Ben 
Cravens. 

At the concurrent special election 
Lyman Mikel, backed by labor, was 
elected to the state Senate over his 
incumbent opponent, Paul Guten- 
sohn, who was appointed by Gov. 
Carl E. Bailey last winter. 

The State Supreme Court recently 
decided that the appointment, made 
to replace a dead Senator, was il- 
legal, and dealt a fatal blow to the 
governor’s much-criticized $140,000,- 
000 bond-refunding program by rul- 
ing that Gutensohn had no right to 
vote for it. 

The new Senator is the son of 
Elmer Mikel, veteran secretary of 
District 21, United Mine Workers

® In considering what Congress ought to 
do when it meets in special session on Thurs- 
day, the Declaration of the National Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party issued yes- 
terday is of the greatest practical impor- 
tance in keeping America out of the imperial- 
ist war. 

This document, issued for the Communist 
Party by Earl Browder and William Z. Fos- 
ter, is based on the most careful considera- 
tion of what is best for America, best for 
the workers, farmers, and middle classes of 
this country. It is based on the best interests 
of the majority of the people of America—it 
speaks for-these interests, and for no other. 
It is a common-sense, practical program for 
kéeping America out of the imperialist war 
in Europe, and for advancing America’s eco- 
Momic well-being at home. 

Let every honest person give it serious 
thought and he will arrive at the same con- 
clusions as being best for America. America 
cannot stay out of the imperialist war if the 
Wall Street banks have their way. The loud- 
est war-mongers today are the Wall Street 
profiteers, the gentlemen who itch to spill 
American blood so that they can share in 
the imperialist loot. The Declaration warns 
the American people: 

“The United States must keep out of 
any involvement in this imperialist war, 
or in the rivalries and antagonisms from 
which it arose. The people must demand 
that the -President’s promise that this 
country will not be involved shall be kept 
inviolate, and they must constantly be on 
guard against the powerful forces at work 
in our land toward such involvement. 
Equally must they be on guard against the 
hidden enemies of peace who hide them- 
selves behind loud protestations that ‘we 
must keep out of war’ while advancing 
policies that prepare to get us into war.” 

This sterling advice is what the people 
must keep steadily before Congress when it 
gathers to take action. 

America cannot achieve real prosperity 
on the basis of war profiteering and Wall 
Street grabbing. The Declaration says that, 
and the people ought to see that Congress 
doesn’t fall for any of Wall Street’s drive to 
wreck America’s living standards in the com- 
ing weeks and months. 

Congress must not curb the civil liberties 
and the living standards of the American 
workers, farmers and middle classes. Con- 
gress must protect what has been won, and 
must see to it that America gets a higher 
living standard, more civil liberties and more 
democratic: progress. That can be done by 
CURBING WALL STREET MONOPOLY, 
by strengthening labor and farm organiza- 
tions, by giving the American people more, 


- not less, control over their destinies. 


The special session of Congress must 
undo the harm done by the last session 
against the welfare and social security of 
the American people. . 

' The pressure of Wall Street’s Morgan 
banks will be tremendous. But in the war 
crisis, America must forge with more clarity 
and courage than ever a democratic alliance 
of workers, toiling farmers and middle 
classes against the Economic Royalists and 
the Imperialist War Makers! 

That is practical advice for America, and 


for Congressional action.

rescued and protected by the Red 
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American Jews who recognize their towns 

of origin in Poland as having been occupied 
by the Red Army give heartiest thanks that 
their relations in the old country are now 
under the protecting wing of the Red Army. 

An example, typical of so many, is worth 
mentioning here. A former fanatical follower 
of the Jewish Daily Forward, one of the most 
vicious red-baiting enemies of the U.S.S.R., 
on Monday saw the name of his birthplace in 
Poland as one of the towns occupied by the 
Red Army. A feeling of happiness gripped 
this man. “The world looks different to me 
now,” he said. From that moment on he 
was freed from the shackles of the anti-Soviet 
filth of the Forward. 

Such is the real significance to the op- 
pressed people of the former fascist Poland 
and their relatives throughout the world of 
the Red Army’s deeds 

All of this is, naturally, sloughed over in 
Hitler’s harangue. 

The Nazi dictator’s speech came at a time 
when Chamberlain had not prepared for its 
setting. Mr. Chamberlain had prepared to 
buy peace from a Hitler that had destroyed 
Poland. But now Chamberlain is presented 
with a bill for a much heavier price at the 
expense of the British Empire. 

Hitler’s diatribe, directed against British 
imperialism primarily, again emphasizes that 
neither side in this imperialist war has de- 
fined its war aims except in terms of im- 
perialist rivals’ struggle for mastery of the 
world. 

All their slogans for the masses about the 
idealistic character of this imperialist war— 
and Hitler's slogans to conceal the true na- 
ture of war—is the same sugar coating 
(whether fascist phrases or imperialist “dem- 
ocratic” lies) that the imperialists employed 
in the last World War. 


Crocodile —_ 


* A seaman’s job is a dangerous one at all 
times. But in war-time, the danger is in- 
creased a thousandfold. 

The seamen, under the leadership of the 
National Maritime Union, are -entirely in 
their rights therefore in demanding a special 
bonus for traveling through the war zones 
and for war insurance of $25,000 per man. 

But the steamship,companies which are 
squeezing the last penny out of the war situ- 
ation (freight rates between here and Europe 
sky-rocketed by one-third last week!) have 
stubbornly refused the demands of the sea- 
men and apparently are out to smash the 
union. 

When the seamen of seven ships refused 
to sail so long as their demands were not 
granted, the shipowners let up a howl and 
brought some of them up for trial before the 
Bureau of Marine Navigation Inspection. The 
shipowners insist that the federal govern- 
ment compel the men to work on their terms 
and, with unashamed hypocrisy, pretend to 
wail about the refugees who need to be 
brought back to the United States from the 
war zones. 

But the National Maritime Union exposed 
the companies once and for all when it re- 
cently offered to supply seamen to serve 
without remuneration provided that the 
ships would carry no cargo and would bring 
back the refugees free of charge. As was to 
be expected, the companies’ @oncern for the 
refugees evaporated into thin air and they 
turned the proposition down cold. In the 
eyes of a shipowner, a war refugee represents 
only so many dollars. 

The National Maritime Union deserves 
the widest support in this important fight to 
protect the welfare of the workers in time 
of war. ~

are going up. It’s driving me nuts, too. I don’t profit 
by it—it’s the big trusts that are making the grab. And 
I don’t blame the customers who are doing this so-called 
hoarding. They have a right to be scared. Those big 
shots are after their scalps. In the last war everything 
doubled, too, everything except wages.” , 
One of the cruellest sides of a capitalist war is that 
the capitalists make it the occasion for an orgy of 


profiteering. Every yourg man who is turned into a 
corpse at the front is converted by speculators at home into dollars. 
When the last war ended, there were eleven thousand new Imillion- 
aires in America. 

America isn't again at war, but recent scenes on the New York 
Stock Exchange, so full of frenzied optimism and lightning rises, 
surely had the smell of profits in death. 

America isn’t at war, but the attack on the trade unions is rising 
to a new high. 

Prices will go up and up, and the unions will have to fight to 
keep the American standard of living intact. The profiteers know this, 
and under the cover of patriotism and nationa] unity, have already 
begun their campaign to destroy the unions. 

We will be hearing more and more of this war within a war. 
Already, I can see its visible signs in the latest issue of the official 
organ of my own trade union, the Newspaper Guild. ' 

The reactionary publishers of the Sun papers in Baltimore, of whom 
Beerhall Superman, H. I. Mencken, is one, tried to pull a fast curve 
on their workers. 

Fypocritically blaming the “emergency situation created by the 
European hostilities,” these men of@money suspended the five-day 
, week the Newspaper Guild had won, and practically intimated that 
from now, there would be no official hours of work. 


ELL, newspapermen know what that means. In the old, “romantic” 

days, a 70-hour week was not unknown when a man was out on 
a big story. He was not paid overtime for this; he was supposed to 
be a romantic soldier, ready to die for God, for country and for 
Hearst, (or Roy Howard, or H. L. Mencken). 

So the united staffs of the three Sun papers held a meeting, and 
decided to ask their trade union to take some action about restoring 
the unromantic but highly human five-day week. 

Twenty-four hours later the publishers saw the light and con- 
ceded that America was not yet at war, and that newspapermen still 
had a right to their five-day week. : 

Another war chiseller was Hearst's Daily Mirror in New York, 
which had been conducting negotiations with the Guild for a renewal 
of the contract in that shop. 


The publishers’ negotiators suddenly broke off the conferences 
because of the “uncertain situation” prevailing in Europe. 

A féw hours earlier they had promised to have a set of proposals 
ready. Nothing happened in those few hours in Europe that could 
have changed the situation drastically, and America was not at war, 
anyway. 

America is not at war, but prices are being boosted by the trusts, 
the trade unions are coming under fire, and the first attempt to 
strangle free speech for the people has begun. 

In the latter case, I refer, of course, to the campaign of carefully- 
plotted hysteria which has begun against the Communist Party.

I entered this new world, that 
the workers had demanded and 
created, with a beating heart. I felt 
a profound admiration for this 
country in course of construction, 
where whole towns were springing 
up out of the ground, where fac- 
tories were running, not for the 
profit of a selfish and reactionary 
minority, but for the benefit of the 
entire working population. On the 
faces of the men and women could 
be the proud boast, “Look, we 
have built all this without bosses, 
and we can run it without bosses.” 
At the cost of sacrifice and priva- 
tion they were striving to make this 
country, which capitalism had 
bathed in blood and tears, fit once 

more for humanity to live in. 
During a later trip I visited the 
coalfields of the Don basin. There 
I met miners who ever since 1927 
have been working a six-hour day, 
using the most up-to-date machin- 
ery, and enjoying substantial pen- 
sions and real social insurance. 
These workers, freed from the yoke 
of capital and masters of their own 
fate, were the most advanced in the 
world. And side by side with them 
I saw peasants and intellectuals 
who had also been inspired by the 
Revolution and were filling the 
place which belong to them in a 
republic of workers. All of them 
were spared the atrocious gnawing 
worry and anxiety for the future. 
They all knew that they could cong 
tinue to work and to produce, that 
they need have no fear of unem- 
ployment or sickness, that their 
holidays could be spent in rest 
homes, and that. whatever might 
happen, the State would look after 
them.

At about this time tomorrow morning folks will be 
talking about Joe Louis’ ninth title defense. Because 
that’s the one he’s going to make after he disposes of 
Rob Pastor in that so-called twenty-rounder at Detroit 
tonight 


It won’t take Joe Louis to catch up with Rapid Robert 
—about five rounds. 
Recause Pastor has nothing to dffset Joe's. great

Not that his trickiness isn’t a great asset. Bob showed just how 


well he cor handle himself when he thoroughly out-maneuvered Roscoe 
Toles. a cancerous slueger, a short while ago.

And there's that epic of three years ago when Bob raced 
around the ring to stick ten rounds with Louis. 

‘ure Pastor has the science of boxing down pat and a tricky 
speedster is never a soft touch for anybody. 

Rut there's no comparing the experienced Louis of today to 
the green kid of three years ago. In his first fight this year, Louis 
outhboxred then kayoed John Henry Lewis, one of the finest boxers 
in modern times. Then there was the Jack Reper incident. Joe's 
last title defense was against Tony Galento, who is being hailed 
as plenty a scrapper after his recent kayo of Lou Nova. 


That Galento fight gives you a good line on the Pastor scrap Not 
that you can possibly compare the clumsy Two-Ton with the smooth- 
workine Pastor. But Tony is hard to fight. Tony started fighting out 
of a crouch. Tough to get inside of a guy like that without being clipped 


yourself. Tony was ahead on points when he came out confidently 
for the fourth round. Then Louis got in a softener and the fight was 
over. After that first hard smash, Tony was finished. 

That's were Bob is licked. Louis packs too much dynamite in each 


punch. One well-aimed blow can upset more than his rival's com- 
posure. Supposing Bob back-tracks in the early sessions. That's what 
he will probably do. Louis just has to tag him once and the party 
is over 

And even if Bob manages to back-track twenty rounds—can't see 
it that way at all but just supposin’—he'll still be way off in points. All 
he scored in that first ten-rounder was a moral victory. Joe won every 
round on sheep aggressiveness 


Because M Bob is going to win any rounds he'll have to g° 
in and siue with Joe. And that would be a sheer case of murder. 

So any way you look at dt, its Louis. Bob's a sweet boxer— 
but hew long can he out-maneuver a ring-wise Louis? Bob can't 
hit and I doubt if he can field. 

Briefly the fight will go som thing like this: Pastor back-pedaling, 
trying to throw Joe off-balance and push in an occasional light flick. 
Just a matter of time until Louis corners Pastor and opens both bar- 
réls. It shouldn't take Joe more than three or four rounds to warm up.
